WHEREAS, the windows at the Human Services Building are leaking and it is believed that the

cause of the leaking is the failure by contractors to complete contractual services in accordance with contract

specifications and/or the defective performance of contractual services, and

WHEREAS, the County Attorney is recommending that the Warren County Board of Supervisors

authorize the County Attorney to commence legal proceedings on behalf of Warren County against such

parties as the County Attorney determines may be responsible for the incomplete and/or defective work on

the windows at the Human Services Building, now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, that the Warren County Board of Supervisors hereby authorizes the County Attorney

to commence legal proceedings on behalf of Warren County against any and all such parties the County

Attorney determines may be responsible for the incomplete and/or defective work on the windows at the

Human Services Building and any other related work that is incomplete and/or defective.
